CHAPTER  960. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  SECTION  5  OF  CHAPTER  63   Passed  March 
OF  THE  GENERAL  LAWS,  ENTITLED  "  OF  THE  NORMAL   --^^- 
SCHOOL,  TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES,  AND  LECTURES." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

SECTION  1.     Section  5  of  Chapter  63  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"SEC.  5.  The  trustees  of  the  normal  school  may  pay  to  Travelling  ex- 
each  pupil  who  shall  reside  within  the  state,  who  shall  have 
been  duly  admitted  thereto  and  who  shall  have  attended  the 
regular  session  of  said  school  and  complied  with  the  regula- 
tions thereof  during  the  term  next  preceding  such  payments, 
not  exceeding  twenty -five  dollars  for  each  quarter  year  for 
travelling  expenses  ;  but  such  payments  in  the  aggregate  for 
such  travelling  expenses  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  and  shall  be  made  to  the 
respective  pupils  entitled  to  the  same  in  proportion  to  the 
distance  they  reside  from  said  school." 

SEC.  2.     Chapter  719  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  at  the 
j  January  session,  A.  D.  1900,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of 
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acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act 
shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  989. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  SECTION  8  OF  CHAPTER  54 
OF  THE  GENERAL  LAWS  OF  RHODE  ISLAND. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  Section  8  of  Chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  SEC.  8.  The  school  committee  of  each  town  shall  elect  a 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of  the  town,  to  perform, 
under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  committee,  such  duties, 
and  to  exercise  such  powers,  as  the  committee  shall  assign 
him  ;  and  to  receive  such  compensation  out  of  the  town  ap- 
propriation for  public  schools  as  the  committee  shall  vote. 
Said  superintendent  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  school  committee  succeeding  the  annual  election 
of  school  committee  ;  but  the  committee  shall  have  power  to 
fill  a  vacancy  at  any  meeting  duly  called." 

SEC.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 


CHAPTER  1009. 

Passed  April  4,  AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  CHAPTER  64  OF  THE  GEN- 
ERAL LAWS,  "OF  TRUANT  CHILDREN,  AND  OF  THE 
ATTENDANCE  OF  CHILDREN  IN  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS," 
AND  OF  ALL  ACTS  PASSED  IN  AMENDMENT  THERETO. 

It  is  enacted  ly  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.     Chapter  64  of  the  General  Laws  is   hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
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"  SECTION  1.     Every  child  who  has  completed  seven  years  children  to 

attend  a  public 

of  life  and  has  not  completed  fifteen  years  of  life,  unless  he 


has  completed  in  the  public  schools  the  elementary  studies  each  year> 

taught  in  the  first  eight  years  of  school  attendance,  exclusive 

of  kindergarten  instruction,  provided  for  in  the  course  of  study 

adopted  by  the  school  committee  of  the  city  or  town  wherein 

such  child  resides,  or  unless  he  shall  have  completed  thirteen 

years  of  life  and  shall  be  lawfully  employed  at  labor  or  at 

service  or  engaged  in  business,  shall  regularly  attend  some 

public  day  school  during  all  the  days  and  hours  that  the 

public  schools  are  in  session  in  the  city,  town,  or  district 

wherein  he  resides  ;  and  every  person  having  under  his  con- 

trol a  child  as  above  described  in  this  section  shall  cause 

such  child  to  attend  school  as  required  by  the  above-stated 

provisions  of  this  section,  and  for  every  neglect  of  such  duty 

the  person  having  control  of  such  child  shall  be  fined  not 

exceeding  twenty  dollars  :     Provided,  that  if  the  person  so  ^JJJf1^ 

charged  shall  prove  or  shall  present  a  certificate,  made  by  or  certain  causes. 

under  the  direction  of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  or 

town  wherein  he  resides,  setting  forth  that  the  child  has 

already  completed  the  elementary  studies  above  mentioned  ; 

or  that  the  child  has  attended  for  the  required  period  of  time 

a  private  day  school,  or  upon  private  instruction,  approved 

by  the  school  committee  of  the  city  or  town  where  said  pri- 

vate  school   was   located   or    said    private   instruction   was 

given  ;   or  that  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  the  child 

was  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at  school  inexpedient 

or  impracticable  ;    or  that  the  child,  being  over  12  years  of 

age,  has  been  excused  in  order  to  be  employed,  by  authority 

of  the  school  committee  upon  the  written  recommendation 

of  the  overseer  of  the  poor  stating  that  the  child's  wages  are 

necessary  for  the  support  of  the  family,  and  also  upon  the 

written  recommendation  of  the  truant  officers  ;   or  that  the 

child  was  destitute  of  clothing  suitable  for  attending  school 

and  that  the  person  having  control  of  said  child  was  unable 
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to  provide  suitable  clothing- ;  or  that  the  child  was  excluded 
from  school  by  virtue  of  some  general  law  or  regulation — 
then  such  attendance  shall  not  be  obligatory  nor  shall  such 
penalty  be  incurred :  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  allow  the  absence  or  irregular  attendance  of  any 
child  who  is  enrolled  as  a  member  of  any  school,  or  of  any 
child  sent  to  school  by  the  person  having  control  of  such 
child. 

"  SEC-  2-  For  tlie  purposes  of  this  chapter  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  approve  a  private  school  or  private  instruction 
only  when  they  are  satisfied  that  the  period  of  attendance  of 
the  pupils  in  such  school  or  upon  such  instruction  is  sub- 
stantially equal  to  that  required  by  law  of  a  child  attending 
a  public  school  in  the  same  city  or  town  ;  that  the  teaching 
in  such  school  or  such  instruction  in  all  studies  except  for- 
eign languages,  and  any  studies  not  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  is  in  the  English  language ;  that  such  teaching  or 
instruction  is  thorough  and  efficient ;  and  that  registers  are 
kept  and  returns  to  the  school  committee  and  truant  officers 
in  relation  to  the  attendance  of  pupils  are  made  the  same  as 
by  the  public  schools. 

howaappSnted  "  SEC-  3-  Tlie  scn°°l  committee  of  each  city  or  town  shall 
of'  annually  in  the  month  of  December  appoint  one  or  more 
persons  as  truant  officers,  who  shall  by  virtue  of  said  appoint- 
ment be  clothed  with  the  power  of  special  constables,  and 
fix  their  compensation,  which  shall  be  payable  from  the  ap- 
propriation for  public  schools.  The  school  committee  may 
also  furnish  all  necessary  supplies  and  clerical  assistance  for 
the  proper  and  efficient  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
truant  officer.  The  school  committee  of  two  or  more  cities 
or  towns  may  appoint  the  same  truant  officer  or  officers,  and 
any  school  committee  that  appoints  teachers  or  other  em- 
ployees on  a  different  tenure  of  office  than  annual  appoint- 
ments may  appoint  truant  officers  on  a  similar  tenure  in  lieu 
of  the  annual  appointment  above  mentioned  in  this  section 
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and  may  fix  their  compensation  from  time  to  time.  The 
tenure  of  office  or  compensation  of  any  truant  officer  in  office 
in  any  city  or  town  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall  not  be 
abrogated  by  any  of  its  provisions,  but  every  such  officer 
and  compensation  shall  be  continued  and^he  shall  thereupon 
become  a  truant  officer  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Said  truant  officers  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  school 
committee,  inquire  into  all  cases  arising  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  and  shall  alone  be  authorized,  in  case  of  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  to  make  com- 
plaint therefor  :  they  may  also  serve  all  legal  processes  issued 
in  pursuance  of  this  chapter,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  fees  for  such  service  :  Provided^  however,  that  in 
case  of  the  commitment  of  any  person  under  the  provisions  of 
any  section  of  this  chapter,  or  for  default  of  payment  of  any 
fine  and  costs  imposed  thereunder,  such  officer  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  regular  fees  allowed  by  law  for  similar  service. 

"  SEC.  4.    No  minor  child  who  has  not  completed  thirteen  Employment

the  provisions  above  recited  in  section  five,  shall  for  every 
such  offence  or  neglect  of  such  duty  be  fined  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars. 

"  SEC.  7.  The  truant  officers  may  visit  any  places  or  es- 
tablishments where  such  minor  children  as  are  described  in 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  act  are  employed,  to  ascertain 
whether  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  duly  complied 
with,  and  may  as  often  as  twice  in  every  year  demand  from 
all  employers  of  such  children  a  report  containing  the  names 
of  all  children  who  have  not  completed  fourteen  years  of  life 
that  are  employed  by  them,  such  report  to  give  the  names, 
ages,  and  residences  of  all  such  children  ;  and  all  employers 
of  such  children  shall,  upon  request,  produce  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  truant  officer  the  certificates  prescribed  in  section 
five  of  this  chapter  :  and  for  any  refusal  to  make  such  reports 
as  are  above  provided  for,  or  for  any  refusal  to  produce  the 
above-mentioned  certificates,  any  employer  of  such  children 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

"  SEC.  8.  Every  habitual  truant,  that  is,  every  child  who 
is  required  under  section  one  of  this  chapter  to  attend  school 
and  who  willfully  and  habitually  absents  himself  therefrom ; 
and  every  habitual  school  offender,  that  is,  every  child  who 
is  required  to  attend  school  under  the  provisions  of  section 
one  of  this  chapter,  but  who  persistently  violates  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  school  which  he  attends,  or  otherwise 
persistently  misbehaves  therein,  so  as  to  render  himself  a  fit 
subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  may  be  complained  of  by 
the  truant  officer  for  being  an  habitual  truant,  or  habitual 
school  offender,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  upon  such  complaint 
and  conviction  of  the  offence  charged  in  such  complaint, 
shall  be  committed  to  the  Sockanosset  School  for  Boys,  or 
to  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Girls,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
his  minority:  Provided,  however,  that  any  court  or  magis- 
trate by  whom  a  child  has  been  convicted  of  an  offence  un- 
der this  chapter  may  in  his  discretion  defer  sentence  and 
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place  such  child  on  probation  in  the  custody  and  control  of 
a  truant  officer  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  such  child  re- 
sides, or  of  a  probation  officer,  for  such  period  of  time  and 
upon  such  conditions  as  said  court  or  magistrate  may  deem 
best ;  and  whenever  within  such  period  the  child  violates  the 
conditions  of  his  probation,  he  shall  be  brought  into  court, 
and  said  court  or  magistrate  may  in  his  discretion  place  such 
child  on  further  probation  in  the  custody  and  control  of  the 
state  board  of  charities  and  corrections  for  such  period  of 
time  and  upon  such  conditions  as  said  court  or  magistrate 
may  deem  best ;  and  whenever  within  such  period  the  child 
violates  the  condition  of  his  further  probation,  he  shall  be 
brought  into  court  and  receive  sentence  for  the  offence  of 
which  he  was  convicted  when  he  was  placed  on  probation : 
Provided,  however,  that  the  child  may  at  any  time  demand 
that  sentence  be  passed  upon  him  ;  and  also  provided,  that 
the  court  or  magistrate,  whenever  convinced  that  the  child 
has  reformed,  may  discontinue  the  complaint  without  sen- 
tence. 

"  SEC.  9.     All  fines  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  Fines,  how  to 
shall  inure  and  be  applied  to   the  support  of  the  public 
schools  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  offence  was  committed. 

"SEC.  10.  The  district  courts  of  the  state  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  their  respective  districts  of  all  cases  arising 
under  this  chapter. 

"  SEC.  11.     No  officer  complaining"  under  anv  of  the  pro-  Jurisdiction  of

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CHAPTER  1101. 

AN   ACT   PROVIDING   FOR   THE   BETTER  MANAGEMENT 
OF  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  IN  THE  STATE. 

It  is  enacted  l>y  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  All  school  districts  in  this  state  that  have  not 
prior  to  January  1,  1904,  been  abolished  according  to  law, 
shall  be  and  they  hereby  are  declared  abolished  on  and  after 
said  January  1,  1904,  and  all  title  and  interest  in  all  of  the 
schoolhouses,  land,  furniture  and  other  property  which  was 
vested  in  the  several  districts  shall  be  vested  in  the  town  in 
which  the  said  districts  were  located.  The  property  so  vested 
shall  in  the  case  of  each  town  be  appraised  by  a  commission 
of  three  disinterested  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  com- 
mon pleas  division  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  county  in 
which  such  town  is  situated,  upon  the  request  of  the  school 
committee  of  said  town,  and  at  the  next  annual  assessment 
of  taxes  thereafter,  a  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  the  whole  town 
equal  to  the  amount  of  said  appraisal ;  and  there  shall  be  re- 
mitted to  the  taxpayers  of  each  district  their  proportional 
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share  of  the  appraised  value  of  the  school  property  in  such 
district :  Provided,  that  if  any  district  be  in  debt,  and  said 
debt  be  assumed  by  the  town,  the  amount  of  said  debt  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  whole  amount  to  be  remitted  to  the 
taxpayers  of  said  district ;  if  however  the  parties  in  interest 
prefer,  the  differences  in  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  sev- 
eral districts  may  be  adjusted  in  such  a  manner  as  they  may 
agree  upon :  Provided,  that  the  selection  of  teachers,  and  elec- 
tion of  superintendent,  in  such  towns  as  do  not  unite  for  the 
employment  of  a  superintendent,  and  the  entire  care,  control, 
and  management  of  all  the  public  school  interests  of  the  sev- 
eral towns,  shall  be  vested  in  the  school  committee  of  the 
several  towns. 

SEC.  2.  Any  two  or  more  towns,  the  aggregate  number  of 
schools  in  all  of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  sixty,  may  by 
vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  several  towns  unite  for 
the  purpose  of  the  employment  of  a  superintendent  of 
schools. 

SEC.  3.  The  school  committees  of  the  respective  towns  vot- 
ing therefor,  as  prescribed  in  section  2  hereof,  shall  form  a 
joint  committee,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act;  said  joint  com- 
mittee shall  be  the  agents  of  each  town  comprising  such 
union.  Said  school  committees  shall  meet  annually  in  joint 
convention,  on  the  last  Friday  in  June,  at  a  place  and  hour 
agreed  upon  by  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  school  com- 
mittees, and  shall  organize  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  and 
secretary.  They  shall  choose  by  ballot  a  superintendent  of 
schools,  fix  his  salary  and  apportion  the  amount  thereof  to 
be  paid  by  each  of  the  towns  according  to  the  next  preced- 
ing school  census  in  said  town.  Such  union  shall  not  be  dis- 
solved because  the  number  of  schools  shall  have  increased 
beyond  the  number  of  sixty,  nor,  for  any  reason,  for  the  period 
of  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  formation  of  such  union, 
except  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  towns  constituting  such 
union. 
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SEC.  4.  Whenever  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such 
joint  committee  shall  certify  to  the  commissioner  of  public 
schools  that  a  union  has  been  effected  as  herein  provided,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  the  proportional  amount  to  be  paid  by 
each  town  forming-  said  union,  then  upon  the  receipt  of  said 
certificate  by  the  commissioner  of  public  schools,  said  com- 
missioner shall  draw  his  order  upon  the  general  treasurer  in 
favor  of  each  town  in  said  union  for  the  payment  of  one  half 
the  proportional  amount  so  certified :  Provided,  the  amount 
paid  to  any  one  union  shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred  fifty 
dollars,  which  amount  shall  be  paid  for  the  salary  of  said  su- 
perintendent ;  and  provided  further  that  no  money  shall  be 
paid  to  any  union  in  which  the  number  of  schools  does  not 
exceed  forty. 

SEC.  5.  In  case  any  town  or  city  not  united  with  any  other 
town  or  city  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  which  shall  have  in 
the  aggregate  more  than  forty  schools  and  which  shall  annu- 
ally pay  at  least  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  salary  of  a 
superintendent  of  schools  such  town  or  city  shall  be  entitled 
to  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars  from  the  state  treasury  which 
amount  shall  be  paid  toward  the  salary  of  said  superintend- 
ent, and  the  commissioner  of  public  schools  shall  draw  his 
order  for  said  amount  upon  receipt  of  the  proper  certificate 
from  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  school  committee  of  said 
town. 

SEC.  6.  There  shall  be  appropriated  annually  such  sum  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

SEC.  7.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTER  1114. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  SECTION  9,  CHAPTER  544, 
OP  THE  PUBLIC  LAWS,  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  TO  SE- 
CURE A  MORE  UNIFORM  HIGH  STANDARD  IN  THE 
PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  THIS  STATE." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  Section  9  of  Chapter  544  of  the  Public  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  SEC.  9.  No  person  shall  be  employed  to  teach,  as  princi- 
pal or  assistant,  in  any  school  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by 
public  money  unless  such  person  shall  have  a  certificate  of 
qualification  issued  by,  or  under  the  authority  of,  the  state 
board  of  education.  And  in  case  any  city  or  town  shall  pay 
or  cause  to  be  paid  any  of  the  public  money  to  any  person  for 
teaching  as  aforesaid  who  did  not,  at  the  time  of  such  teach- 
ing, hold  such  certificate,  then  the  commissioner  of  public 
schools  shall  deduct  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  so  paid,  from 
the  amount  of  the  state's  money  due,  or  which  may  thereafter 
become  due,  such  city  or  town,  before  giving  his  order  in 
favor  of  such  city  or  town  for  any  of  the  public  money  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  53  of  the  General  Laws." 

SEC.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  1st,  A.  D.  1903, 
and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 


CHAPTER    1125. 

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  ELECTION  OF  SCHOOL  COM- 
MITTEE OF  THE  TOWN  OF  LINCOLN. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.     The  school  committee  of  the  town  of  Lincoln, 
on  and  after  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
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vember,  A.  D.  1903,  shall  consist  of  five  members,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  or  until  their  successor  or  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

SEC.  2.  The  electors  of  the  town  of  Lincoln,  on  the  Tues- 
day next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  A.  D.  1903,  shall 
vote  for  one  member  of  the  school  committee,  and  at  the  an- 
nual election  of  town  officers  in  the  year  1904  shall  vote  for 
two  members  of  the  school  committee,  and  at  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  town  officers  in  the  year  1905  shall  vote  for  two  mem- 
bers of  the  school  committee,  and  annually  thereafter  the 
electors  shall  at  their  annual  election  of  town  officers  vote 
for  one  or  two  members  of  the  school  committee,  as  may  be 
required  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  of  office  of  members  of  the  school  committee. 

SEC.  3.  The  terms  of  office  of  all  members  of  the  school 
committee  of  the  town  of  Lincoln  which  expire  in  the  month 
of  June  of  any  year  are  hereby  extended  to  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  town  officers  of  said  town  in  the  same  year,  or  until 
the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors. 

SEC.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and  all 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 


CHAPTER    1133. 

AN  ACT  PROVIDING    FOR   THE    ELECTION    OF    SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE   IN  THE  TOWN  OF  WARWICK. 

It  is  enacted  ~by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  present  school  com- 
mittee of  the  town  of  Warwick  on  and  after  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  A.  D.  1903,  shall 
cease  and  determine ;  on  and  after  said  date  the  school  com- 
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mittee  shall  consist  of  seven  members  who  shall  be  residents 
of  the  town. 

SEC.  2.  The  electors  of  the  town  of  Warwick  shall,  on  the 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  A.  D. 
1903,  vote  for  seven  members  of  the  school  committee,  two 
members  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  two  for  two 
years,  and  three  for  three  years,  and  annually  thereafter  at 
the  annual  election  for  town  officers  there  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  successors  to  those  whose  term 
of  office  expires  in  such  year. 

SEC.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage. 
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
